Again, by the steamers from Havre, the postage 
paid here is thirteen sous, and twenty or more 
are collected in America, the thirteen sous,only 

If, howeyér, | 
ave a friend in Havre to whom I can ehclose 
my letter, the postage is only five sous. The

It is not supposed to be taken up by vegetables, 
however, from the atmosphere, in its simple form, 
but by combination with hydrogen, in the form 
of ammonia. By the digestion of the ammonia, 
the nitrogen is afterward separated in the plant 
and used to constitute the peculiar product, 
gluten, to which its nutrition is owing. 

Ammonia is produced by the decay of most 
animal substances. In this way it is that the 
application of manures is so beneficial to plants; 
by the supply of ammonia fnrnished, whieh be- 
ing digested in the plant, results in a separation 
of nitrogen, which enters in the tissues of plants 
and produces their nutritive quality. 

Ammonia is readily d by water, and 
the rain and dew become impregnated with it, 
and it is thus administered to vegetables in 
small quantities.. This may be sufficient for 
their existence and ordinary growth. But a 
greater supply of ammonia is necessary to some 

lants on account of their peculiar economy. 
his is the case with all plants containing much 
gluten. And this substance may be greatly in- 
creased by a liberal supply of manures from 
which ammonia is more abnndantly provided.—

Lectures on China. 

The introductory to the series of Lectures on 
China, referred to in our paper of last week, 
was delivered by Rev. Mr Speer, before a large 
audience at the Presbyterian church on the cor- 
ner of Broadway and Stockton Street, on Tues- 
day evening.

The manner of Mr. Speer is unaffected and 
engaging, qualities which tell in a discourse of 
this character;

Its sub- 
ject will be the ~ Missions and religious influ- 
ences from abroad—Jewish, Apostolic, Nestorian, 
Mohammedan, Romanist, similarity of Roman- 
ism and Buddhism ; Protestant Missions ” 

The last of the series will be delivered on 
next Tuesday evening, upon “China and Cali- 
fornia: notices of California in ancient Chines¢é 


history; probable population of America from 
Chinese Empire ; similarity of Aztees and other 
Menican races; results, social and relizious, to 
be anticipated from present Chinese emigration 
to our shores.” 

These lectures which are free to all will do 
much to awaken public attention to the impor- 
tance of the work Mr. Speer has in view, that 
of providing means for the education of the 
Chinese residents in the English language. A 
proper building for this purpose is greatly need- 
ed, and itis to be hoped that the requisite means 
for carrying out the design of Mr. Speer and 
carrying on the work will be speedily provided 
by the liberality of our citizens. Whatever of 
their substence they may devote to this purpose 
will doubtless be returned to them an hundred— 
nay a thousand fold. 

Mr. Speer has the confidence and regard of 
the Chinese population here in a wonderful de- 
gree. Asan evidence of the implicit confidence 
they have in him, a friend informs us that at the 
recent examination .before the Recorder, of a 
party charged with embezzling a portion of the 
charitable fund of these people. contained in an 
iron safe, secured by four ditlerent locks, the 
keys of which are kept by four individuals so 
that it cannot be opened except by the four—all 
the parties interested expressed a willingness to 
entrust the fund to the charge of their American 
friend. 

We hope that this work will not be suffered 
to languish for want of the requisite aid and 
support.

Sacramento Correspondence. 


SACRAMENTO, June 21, 1853. 

Mr. Editor :—The weather from the 14th to 
the 20th was almost without a precedent in our 
California experience of four years. Some por- 
tion of the time the heat was intense: and two 
of the nights were too warm for comfortable 
sleep. Such a temperature after sunset is not 
common. Last year,: in the latter part of the 
season, we had a spell of-just such weather ; 
but none so early in the summer. Our ther- 
mometer, standing now for the third season, 
close by us as we write, indicated a tempera- 
ture of 92 degrees during three successive days 
last week. We have never seen it but once as 
high as 94 degrees. Outside it was, of course, 
rather hotter than in the building; though the 
building is not a brick one. 

Notwithstanding the warm weather, the 
health of the city continues remarkably good. 
There have been only fifteey deaths the last 
three weeks. Five deaths a week have been 
nearly the average during the last three months. 
The weather is now much cooler again; and if 
it continues so, we shall not suffer severely from 
any form of disease; since no one at present 
ean be said to be more prevalent than another. 

Our city was never improving faster than it 
now is. There have been times before when it 
advanced as fast as it could ; but now it is less 
hampered by circumstances of an adverse sort, 
and is going onward in its advancement at a 
most rapid rate. The grade of the streets has 
been fixed quite high: the contracts for filling 
and planking them will be signed in a few days; 
and in three months they will be the finest 
streets in the State. Meanwhile, brick build- 
ings are going up rapidly ; and scores of con- 
tracts for other buildings are entered into, and 
the work on them will proceed just as fast as 


materials can be obtained. The stock for a.

It is said that the design 
of the Dictator is to attempt the retaking of Cali- 
fornia, with with other Quixotic schemes, 
Gen. Salas has been arrested on a charge of 
treason for having acted as broker for the Ameri- 
cans during their occupation of the city. The 
hostility of Santa Anna to the Americans is 
manifested on every occasion. The city of 
Mexico is quiet, and the country tranquil through 
fear. 

It is stated that owing to the severe restrictions 
ef the Government nearly all the newspapers 
in Mexico have been suspended. Santa Anna 
has imitated the example of Louis Napoleon, 


in this as in other matters, and it is surmised 


that he intends following the example of the 
Frenchy Usurper, and by a coup detet changing 
the Mexican Republic‘into a Monarchy. 

We give the following further items of news 


from this quarter. 


Sonora.—The colony of Fronteras was at- 
tacked on the 12th A | by 400 Apaches, who, 
after five hours of desperate fighting, were re- 
pulsed with loss, by 25 men, under command of 
Capt. Mendoza. The Mexicans lost two men, 
“all eight wounded. A great many of the In- 
dians were killed and wounded. 

An armed company of sixty men had been 


organized to explore the mines of Sonora.

By the arrival of the John L. Stevens we have 
the following additional news from South Ameri- 
ca. Afiairs in Bolivia appear to be assuming an 
important and interesting attitude. 


The P. 8S. N. Compny’s steamer Lima, Capt. 
Bloomfield, arrived at Panama with the South 
American mail on the 31tof May. She brought 
news from Valparaiso to May 14th, and from 
Callao to the 26th. She also fad forty passen- 
gers, most of whom were on their way from 
Australia to the United States, and $160,000 in 
specie and silver bars. 

From, Valparaiso we learn that the country 
continues in a state of profound peace. 

A Mill Company has been established at Con- 
ception, for the purpose of providing a regular 
supply of flour at the lowest cost, and always to 
be able to meet the demand. | 

The quantity of grain this season is double 
that of last year. 

Steam communication with the Southern ports 
of the republic has been established. On the 
3d of May, the steamer New Granada sailed for 
Constitution, Tome, Tacahuano, Valdivia and 
Ancud. 

The northern provinces still continue to pro- 
duce large quantities of silver and copper. In 
the month of April the exports from the ports of 
Caldera and Huasco amounted to 29,645 mares 
of silver, 16,191 quintals of silver ore, and 16,094 
quintals of copper. 

Perv.—A correspondent of the Panama Her- 
ald writing from Lima under the date of May 
19th, says: 

The government of this country are sending 
troops down to the Southern frontier, and thps 
purpose to aid them against their enemy, Belsu, 
and cut off his supplies. Belsu’s course hae been 
a most extraordinary one—he has banished many 
foreigners and Bolivian citizens, and thus in- 
creased the number of his enemies. His treat- 
ment of Peru is in my opinion, perfectly inex- 
cusable, and the government of this country 
could not have pursued any other course than 
the one they have done. How it will end can- 
not yet be foreseen, but the general opinign is, 
that there will not be much if any, fighting; 
the people here do not want to fight, and will 

robably avoid so doing if they can. They 
talk about the President and his Cabinet going 
south in case there is trouble there. 

At present there are nearly 200 sail of ships 
loading Guano at the Chincha Islands, and the 
consumption is daily on the increase, more 
especially that of the United States, who will 
ere long take a larger quantity than at present 
goes to Europe ; and all this goes to onsiall Peru. 

esides this, with her rice, sugar, cochineal, &c., 
Peru ought to be the most prosperous country on 
this coast. 

A most important government measure is the 
colonization scheme on the banks of the Amazon, 
in Eastern Peru. The Governor of this new 
colony, an intimate friend of mine, leaves this 
month for Truxillo, there to start across the Andes 
with 150 or 200 settlers, mostly com of 
poor Germans. The locality of the new settle- 
ment is probably one of the richest on the con- 
tinent; but whether the scheme will answer, 
remains to be seen. 

The government have contracted with an 
American to bring out from the United States 
two river steamers to navigate the Amazon, and 
a valuable trade may be established, as the re- 
sources of the country are rich and numerous, 
and only want le to develope them. A.

Gold in New Zealand. 

The reports concerning the discovery of gold 
in New Zealand have been confirmed and a late 
arrival from that quarter brings the following 
interesting intelligence in relation to the matter. 

“« A small parcel of gold, the as of the 
province, had been sold at Auckland at a high 
rate. The gold was discovered on lands be- 
longing to the natives; and the following pro- 
positions had been presented to the Provincial 
Council of New Ulster by His Excellency Lieut. 
Governor Wymard 

The arrangements entered into are to continue 
for the space of three years, commencing on the 
Ist of December last. 

The Government contracts to pay the native 
proprietors, as follows :—For every 500 diggers 
at the rate of £600 per square mile per annum. 
For 500 to 1000 diggers, £900 ; for 1000 to 1500 
diggers, £1,200 ; for 1500 to 2000 diggers, £1500 
per square mile per annum. 

The native owners are to register themselves, 
and are to be paid in proportion to the interest 
they hold in the block of land authorized to be 
mined. 

Native owners are to be permitted to dig free 
of charge. 

The Government guarantee protection. All 
persons must therefore take out a license. 

The native owners undertake to assist the 
Government in the protection of the diggers. 

The property in the soil to remain with the 
natives. Villages and cultivated lands to be 
protected as much as possible. 

Any natives who withhold their assent to these 
arrangements, are on no account to be intruded 
on. 

A charge of two shillings on each license is 
to be paid to the native owners, in consideration 
of the confidence reposed by them in the exer- 
tions of the Government in their behalf. 

Three tribes have assented to these arrange- 


}] ments, and in.consequence about 10,000 acres, 


or 16 square miles, have already been made 
available for the purposes of gold digging.”
